Parties. and 
groups might be formed, and.one day, when there was a majority 
‘one way and a preponderance of force another, it might be faund 
that the discussions of the League only led ta the greatest conflict 
yet witnessed. He was filled with disappointment when he saw 
that, despite the lesson of the war, the spirit of national hatred, and 
national greed, end the wors: form of national pride were as doininant 
ss ever, not oaly in the countries that were great 
-before the war, but were even worst in, Kberated 

“nations, amongst whom he did mot see any sign 
of anxiety for the intervention of tae League of Nations in their 
disputes or any respect for its decisions. , The conscience of the 
people must be trained so that it would abhor bloodshed asacrime. The 
Churches must create an atmosphere. The same applied to in- 
dustrial, warfare. Surely there must be a jess barbarous way of 
settling industrial disputes than by a war ot starvation. The 
Churches could ingerminate a spirit of goodwill betwean the classes 
and a greater readiness to consider each other's viewpoint (cheers).

Scientifio men have now had 
18 months of acute discussion of 
Ennstein's theory. It has much 
to ita credits. It has accounted 


for the observed fact that the 


orbits of planets are not quite 
what they ought to be on the 
Newtonian theory. I$ was able 
to predict a minute but very re- 
markable alternation in the 
apparent position of stars visible 
only during a total eclipse of the 
sun. It has bean able to fit 
the general 
scheme instead of leaving it as 
an isolated * fact.” 

It has made the hypothesis of 
has 
etplained sway a baffling par- 
adox. Hf ether exists, this world 
is passing through it at a velocity 
which must have a measurable 
relation to the velocity of light. 
There ought, therefore, to be an 
appreciable difference in the 
t-mes taken for a light signal to 
reach us when we are maving 
towards its source, and when the 
m vement is in the opposite 
direction or acrogs its path. But 
no such differences have’ been 
detected. The Einstein theory 
explains much and reducesreality 
to the single assumption that 
thera can be no greater velocity 
than that of light, and to a very 
dificult geometry. 

Those who are not advanced 
mathematicians must raconcile 
themselves to inability to under- 
stand Einstein’s formulae. The 


“lolder geometry of Euclid was 


based only on the three dimen- 
gions, length, breadth, ard depth, 
so that formulae, however elabor- 
ate, could be plotted out in the 
form of models: the . furthest 
recesses of the universe appeared 
to be only magnified arrange- 
ments of what we could measure 
iwith scales and compasses. 
| Einstein uses 2 geometry of four 
dimensions. and human exper. 
tence does not contain the 
materials out of which, the 
ymagination can build a picture 
in more than three. -Moreover, 
one of these four dimensions is 
time, and the conception that 
space in three dimensions has no 
absolute reality but varies with 
the time so that there can be ap 
indefinitely different number or 
thing, according to the indefinite- 
ly different “times” co-existing 
in the universe, seems more like 
the dream of a poet than the 
fact c¥ she plisical world. 
jin “the second place, the 
formulae themselves require the 
use of the very abstract mathe- 
matical conceptions Koown as 
“paussian functions,” as much 
more difficult than logarithms, as’ 
the latterare more difficult than 
simple fizures. These details of 
method we must be content to 
leave to experts, confident thar if 
holes can ba picked in them 
mathematically the task will be 
cheerfully performer] by other 
experts. So-far it has stood the 
teat and is admitted to comply 
with mathematical logic, and as 
is well known, critical deductions 
From it have been cor firmed by 
observation. . .

But its more remarkable, and 
aurprising aspect 13 easier te 
folinw. The Newtonian scheme 
of the universe acaumed the ex- 
jatence of absolute space, inde- 
pendent of the aggregations of 
matter—stars or molecales—in it. 
Sciences and philosophy could 
not tolerate the idea of action at 
a distance, and the.space was 
accordingly filled with ether. 
But absolute space has disappear- 
‘ed from the Einstein universe, 
In such a space the farniliar con- 
ceptions of Euclid might hold 
good. But space is only.the rela- 
tion between pieces of matter; 
not only bas it lost any reason 
for its existence, but it is nega. 
tived by the new theory. There 
is no infinite in the universe, 
Einstein afroits the trutn of this 
inference, but unlixe some af his 
invost ardent followers, is shocked 
bv it, and hdpes for a way out.

of an absolute’ evenly flowing 
time, independent of the systems 
by whish it might bo measured. 
An absolute past, present, and 
future existed, altheogh» no 
conceivable clock in the uni- 
verse might tell the correct 
“time “ and although tho present 
to one observer might be the 
past’ or the foture of other ob 
servers, Ejnstein’s theory also 
negatives tbe existencs of 
Jabsolute time.

ed to the Genro on the 18th 
instant. The whole matter of 
the so-called grave Court affair, 
which is the causa of all - the 
trouble. is still veiled in an at- 
mosphere of obscurity, and its 
details are not allowed to be 
divalged. With regard to Prince 
Yomagata's share in the affairand 
the circumstances under which 
be formed his determination to 
resign, which was nog carried out 
owing to the Imperial massage 
referred to, a certain high official, 
whois on intimate terms with the 
Gearo, is quoted by the Muins- 
chi as stating that it is 
Prince Yamagata’s stron loyalty 
to the Imperial Household that 
was responsible for the rise of the 
so-called grave Court affair. Hoe 
believes that even at present the 
Prince is confident of the pro- 
priety of his action. What he 
was most solicitous about was 
that the purity of the (space is 
discreetly left blank) of the Im- 
perial Household should be main- 
tained. Even.those who agitated 
most strongly against the attitude 
adopted by the Prince inthe mat- 
teris atone with bim on this point. 

The only point which offers 
room for criticism, says the offi- 
cia!, is how the prasent affair 
affects the national ideas. In 
starting the present affair, the 
Prince was fully persuaded of the 
heavy sacrifices that might be 
demanded of him in the sequel, 
but his mind was firmly made up 
that in order to protect the [—] of 
the Imperial Household such 
sacrifices must ba borne. The 
majority ofthe nation, however, 
too'c the view that bis. apprehen- 
sion was misdirected, and some 
seopla even, went so faras to 
accuse him of abusing his powers 
for the attainment of undesirable 
ends. Such accnsation does the 
Prince the grosses? injustica, and 
he deserves the. profoundest 
sympathy in the awkward posi- 
Hon io which he finds bimeelf. 
He knew that what he was doing 
was right, out when the majority 
of the nation do not support him 
in the stand he takes there is 
no alternative for bim bat 
to abide by the inevitable. 
Needless to say, the Imperial 
Housebold is the Imperial 
Housebold of the Japanese 
nation,’ and therefore if the 
majority of the nation are against 
this action the only course left for 
bim to pursne is to abandon bis 
idea. In short the Prince has 
been acting with the best interests 
of the State at heart all long, but 
now that things have come to the 

ass which is witnessed at present 
he thought fit to surrender all the 
offices and honours be possesses 
to mark his sense of respon- 
sibility for creating such a great 
sensation by proposing what the 
majority of the nation dis- 
approved. The Emperor, how- 
aver, granted him « gracious 
message, and did not accept his 
resignation. In the face of this 
Imperial message, it is but proper 
that Prince Yamagata should 
most gratefully accept the 
Imperial message. and should 
sbape his future course accord- 
ingly. 

Considering how secret the 
whole affair has been kept, and 
that it cannot be mentioned even 
‘now .that the incident is closed, 
jt'is more than a little absurd for 
the bigh official quoted to talk 
about the wishes of the majority 
of the nation. The whole busi- 
ness was 2 tussle between half-a- 
dozen powerful men about the 
Court, and the majority of the 


nation knows nothing whatever |- 


about it, and bas no means of 
jadging whether Prince Yama- 


gata was right or wrong.—Japar |

the amount required to carry the 
project through, and the money 
bas since beenin the keeping of a 
local bank. The revival of the 
project was the principal business 
engaging the attention of last 
week's meeting, and the motion. 
for its attention by the sub-com. 
mittee was made out of a recogni- 
tion of the deep interest which 
the members of it have takon in 
the morement. Mr, Ho Kom- 
tong has been responsible for the 
organization and equipment of the 
Saisingpun troop, while the Hon. 
Mr. Lau Chu-pak bes been 
instrumental in the raising of a 
large sum to meet the expenses 
incidental co the up-keep of the 
force. 

it is learned that. a troop of

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THE HOME INDUSTRIAL SITUATION. 


The industrial situation in the Old Country seems to 
be getting worse instead of better. However much one 
tries not totake a pessimistic Wew of things there is the 
inevitable realisation that Britain is losing a vast propor: 
tion of her overseas trade and that the forces of labour and 
capital are widening the breach that now separates therm 
instead of merging closer together. When one looks back 
to the days of the war. when we were all wondering what 
the situation would be after. the cessation of hostilities. 
we must confess that few of us foresaw the struggle that 
is raging round the question of wages reductions. It is a 
question that ts affecting every industry and on which there 
has been displayed something or callousness on the part of 
employers and something of tmreasonableness un the part 
of the workers. That there has to be an adjustment to 
meet the altered conditions everybody is prepared to admit. 
The fight is all raging around the question of-" how much.” 

Yesterday's news was far from reassuring. Reuter 
plainly told us that when the engineers down tools (that 
wus the first definite news we had had that they were going 
to) no fewer than five-and-a-half million workers will be 
idle at Home.

Some  controversialis:s 
start from the standpoint that 
the presence of Japanese troops 
is a maleficent factor, In the 
disorganised conditions that have 
prevailed their presence may 
have exercised a salutary check, 
There are still forces of disorder, 
to which Japanese officials point 
as justifying their army of 
occupation, though another view 
ig that, due to political motives. 
the Japanese forces are atleast a 
contributory element infomenting 
disorder. The Japanese Foreign 
office bas issued disclaimors, even 
emphatic ones, yet, while re- 
luctant to question Tokyo's tong 
fides, it bas not always been 
easy to reconcile these with 
the events. Isit that the Japan- 
ese authorities on the mainland 
act upon their own initiative? In 
regard to the recent happenings 
at Vladivostok, the Japanese 
declared neutrality, but there isa 
pretty strong impression that the 
Kappellists’ move was connived 
at, if mot instigated by, the 
Japanese, who: assumed control 
go far as to take possession of tha 
telegr phic sysiem. In this 
inatance the Japanese may have 
exerted a desirable influence by 
preventing the rival Russian 
factions from indulging in 
excesses. the anti-Communist 
coup heing = effected without 
bloodshed. At the same time 
the prolonged stay of the 
Nipponese forces gives rise ‘to 
disquietude. Now that there isa 
Communist administration at 
Chita acd ac anti-Communist 
regime at Vladivostok, the island 
Empire appears to have a ready- 
made case for continuing in 
possession, which renders desir- 
able 2 specific statement of 
Japanese policy in .relation to 
Siberia.

kong. The train was practically 
deserted upon its arrival acd left 
ou the tracks near the station 
platform. : . :

The strike on the line had been 
fomenting fgr.some time and it 
was to have gone into’ effect a 
few days previous but for the 
timely promise of the managing 
director to agree to the terms set 
forth in the compromise 
arranged by Gov.

A claim in which a Chines¢’ic taken from to-day’s Canton 


firm sued two of its ex-emplorees ° 
came betore Mr. Justice Wood, 
at the Summary Court this morn- 
ing. when the Kat Cheung firm 
claimed from Leung Man-kuk 
the sum of $145.32, and from 
Wan Shen the sum of $677.35, 
being balance due for goods 
supplied and delivered agi] money 
advanced by plaintiffs to de- 
fendants. Mr. F. G. Vaux te- 
presented plaintiifs and Mr. WwW. 
B. Hind appeared fur defendants. 

Mr, Hind admitted the amount 
but not the liability. These were 
a series of transactions extending 
over sixteen years and he sub- 
mitted that plaintiffs could only 
claim the amount due turing the 
last three years. Assuining that 
itercs over three years could be 
included he would like to gu into 
the question of thesix year period. 

His Lordship said he gave a 
written judgment on this ques- 
tion some time ago. He 
thought that the decision, was 
that es verbal acknowledgement 
within three years might revive 
angsthing- 

Mr. Vaux outlined the case 
and said the firm had now ceased 
business and were now only 
coilecting their debts. 

Mr, Hind quoted several laws, 
pne of them going back to the 
reign of James I, 1623, and a 
legal argument ensued. . 

His Lordship, summing up the 
Facts on which both parties ware 
agreed, said defendants were in the 
employ of plaintiffs for a period 
exceeding six years, down to the 
end of the last Chinese year, 
when the business was closed. 
Defendants were entifled to wages 
and commission, but they did not, 
in fact, receive sither. These 
amounts were credited to them 
by plaintiffs in their own accounts. 
Detendants' reteived goods from 
plainwif with which they were 
debited in the plaintiffs’ accounte. 
The. balance of the eccount 
-was struck at the end of each 
Chinese year, the balance being 
_for eome years against defen- 
dants.
